1. The s i t e ,  known as premises 3 1 0 0  Whitehaven S t m e t ,  
E L K ,  is located on the s o u t h  side o f  Whitehaven Street. 
Observatory Circle i s  located to t he  west of the site; 
Massachusetts is located to the east. The site abuts the 
embassy o f  Denmark t o  the west and Dumbarfm Oaks Park  t o  
the s o u t h .  The Rrwilian Embassy and a number of large 
houses are located on the north side of Whitehaven S t r e e t  
across from the site. 

2 .  The s i t e  is located 5n a D/I?-l.-A District which extends 
to the e a s t  and immediate north of the site. A D/R-5-A 
District i s  located north of  the site between Observaforv 
Ci rcf 1 e and  nkssachuse t t s Avenue. 

3 .  The s i t e  comprises approxirnatelv six and a half acres 
o f  lanfi area and i s  developed with the Center f o r  Hellenic 
Studies owned and operated by the Trustees for Marvard 
University. The site is beavily landscaped and wooded so  
that the existing buildinps at the site are no t  completely 
visible from the street. 

4 .  Pursuant to Sub-section 3108.1 the applicant is seeking 
a special exception under Sub-section 3 1 0 . 1  f o r  modification 
and further processing o f  an approved campus plan to con- 
struct a shed and porch at the Center. 

5. The Center f o r  ETellenic Studies has  e x i s t e d  a t  the s i t e  
s ince  1962. I t  consists o f  an Administration Building that 
houses offices, a lihrary, refectory and meeting rooms, 
There  are s i x  detached houses acmmodating one familv each 
Tor visiting scholars, a dormitory hoimse for bachelor schol -  
ars, and a Director's Residence. A l l  o f  the building's are 
two stories o r  less. 



6 .  The proposed porch addition would be located at the 
front of the Director's residence. The proposed shed would 
be located between the Director's residence and the 
Administration Building. Roth additions would be located at 
the rear, or south of the site boardinFJ: on numbarton Oaks 
Park. 

7 .  The proposed addition will result in no change o f  
occugancv nor increase in occupiable s p a c e .  

8. By memorandum dated September 9 ,  1987, the Office of  
Blanninp recommended approval o f  the application as the 
pronosed construction i s  minor and intended f o r "  necessarlr 
conveni m c e "  . The FZoa.j.rd concurs . 
9. Ev memorandum dated Julv 3 0 ,  1987 the Pepartnent of 
Public Works reported that i t  was o f  the opinion that the 
proposal wi 1 1  not have anv significant transpcrtat ion 
impacts. The Roard concurs. 

10. Ry letter dated Au~ust 4 ,  3 . 9 8 7 ,  Advisory Neighborhood 
Commission 2 E  reported. that i t  voted not t o  oppose the 
application as their Zoninp Committee recommended its 
approval. 

11. There was no opposition to the application at the 
public bearing o r  o f  record. 

Based on the F h d i n g s  s f  Fact and the evWence of 
record, the Roard concludes that the applicant is seeking a 
special exception, the granting o f  which requires substantial 
e ~ ~ i d e n c e  that the applicant has compl ied wi th the require- 
ments o f  Sub-section 3108.1 and Sub-section 9 1 0 . 1  o f  the 
Zoning Regulations. The Roard concludes that the applicant 
has met its burden o f  p r o o f .  The locat ion and the program 
are not  likely to become objectionable t o  adioining and 
nearby property because o f  noise, traffic, number of 
students, or otherwise objectionabIe conditions. The total 
bulk of all huildinps and structures on the campus does not 
exceed the ~ r o s s  floor area prescribed f o r  the R-5-R 
ni s trict . 

The Board further concludes that the special exception 
can be pranted as beinp i n  harmonv with the Fenera1 purpose 
and intent o f  the Z m i n q  Regulations and. Map and i t  will not 
affect adversely the use o f  neighbarinp propertTT. 

The Roard concludes that i t  has accorded t o  Advisorv 
Neighborhood Commission 2.F the "Ereat weight" to which i t  i s  
entitled. Accordingly, i t  i s  QRDERED that the a p p l i c a t i o n  
is GRANTED.
